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DETAILED ACTION 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "well flexibility" in claim 1 is a relative term that renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "well flexibility" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Additionally the term "well" is an unclear 
modifier of the term "flexibility" 

Re claim 3, the recitation "preferred" makes the claim indefinite since it is unclear 
whether the phrase following "preferred" is actually being claimed. The phrase "the neighboring 
three wales" is indefinite as it lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in. public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matsuda 
(5706677). 
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As seen in figure 3, Matsuda (5706677) teaches the warp knitted fabric as claimed 
including first threads (6), second threads(4) and third threads (5) extended in a warp wise 
direction. Widths of the third threads are greater than widths of the second and first threads. Note 
the stitch portion (section 2) as seen in figure 4 has the first (6) second (4) and third threads (5) 
knitted with each other and has a width smaller than half a width of the warp knitted fabric. Also 
as seen in figure 4, the stitched portion is adjacent the first or left side and the second side or 
right side has a "well flexibility" to be bent laterally to the extent definite. Re claim 2, note that 
the same wale (W3) has portions of both the stitched portion and the warp knitted fabric. Re 
claim 3, the width of the stitch portion is greater than the width of the neighboring three wales 
insofar as definite. Re claim 4, the fabric holds a zipper.
